"See." said the proprietor, who showed 


pleasure because 1 seemed interested,

sword has passed through in its evolution. 
1 divide it into live distinct parts. See that 
first one on the left, shorter than the oth- 
ers and broader at the point. It came 
from a ruin in southern Italy and. repre- 
sents unadulterated barbarism. It was 
for sanguinary use and tells us of the 
epoch of carnage. It was baud to hand 
and throat cutting in those days. 


"Then comes a .longer and more elabo- 


rate sword that was carried in the days 
when legends were born -and is credited 
wth feats that it never performed. It was 
culled 'good sword' and 'trusty sword' in 
those days, and, although it did some 
good work, it was more of ;i badge telling 
of the wonderful things that the owner 
iiiitiiit do if occasion should require. 


"Hero is the third one, with its handle 


in the form of a cross, that tells us of the 
feinl.il time and of the piety that prompt- 
ed the crusades and the killing of the 
Saracens for a sentiment. 


"Then wo have this more slender blade 


that tells us of the days of fencing and of 
when gentlemen all carried swords as a 
mark of station and for offensive and de- 
fensive purposes when occasion required. 


"And hero is tho last chapter in the 


eventful history, showing a sword that is 
a mere military accouterment, without 
any idea of being used for any purpose 
other than a badt:e of rank. Its glory has 
departed, its end has come, for it is now 
being discarded even as an emblem of 
military authority and will be known 
only in song and story."—New York tier- 
aid.

point of death, when, us a last, mobt 


iial object lesson, they are removed 


from their straw and laid upon a heap of 
ashes. Yet the>y are, nevertheless, as con- 
tented and cheerful a lot of people," he 
says, "as can be found ainoug the most 
zealous pleasure seekers." 


He1 declares that while prisoners who 


,iave been condemned to silence and se- 
clusion generally have gone mad, the 
Truppibt monks find that their vows of 
silence confer a fresh zest upeui their 
chant** in church and upon all their devo- 
: 


ional fxcrci-ses, and it is certainly a fact 
hut they eujoy extraordinary health and 
spirits end generally attain to a good old 
JKO. 


I'pon the death of one of the monks, his 


x>dy, borne on a rude wooden bier, with 
iiis browu e-lonk as his only winding 
•ihcL't, is placed in the center of fbe 
•huii'li. Some half dozen candles in tall 
wooJcn candli'stii ks are liglite'd around 
lini. and the brothers take tuins in pray- 


beside him, ntveT leaving the body 


done until the t'ine conies to jilaee it in 
he grave \\hicli it has been one of the 
lead monk's duties to dig for himself 
iliile ye't n'ive. And yet these people, of 
A-liosc life tind death the bare recital yives 
he ordinary man the blues are described 
as jetlly, happy, full of spirits and eon- 
entment. It eerfaiiily docs take all sorts 
>f people to make a world.

he rarely left liis IIOUSP nnd garden. Hti 
depended upon ;i close circle o£ friends 
for society and in his own way was si so- 
ciable man, but lie preferred to see his 
friends and acfiunintunces by appoint- 
ment, and woe bctidu the too iutrusive 
stranger. 


One day an enterprising man called 


who was duly armed with a. letter of in-

presents an array of names that 
should command confidence, Including 
Hamilton W. Mabie. Professor Adams 
ol John Hopkins University, Professor 
Hodge of Clark University, Professor 
Bcman of the Univeisity of Michigan, 
Professor Thomas of Columbia Vni- 
vcrsity. and a dozen otheis of equal- 
ly high repute in educational work. 


"Undoubtedly the work, so careful- 


ly arranged and so ably conducted, 
has proved a great stimulus to work- 
ing young men in directing their 
thoughts to self-culture and to higher 
mental attainments. It is easy to be- 
lieve that thousands of young men oc- 
eiipv good positions which they never 
could have attained but for the even- 
ing classes ot the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Associations. Moreover, in addi- 
tion to its concerted evening school 
movement, the association wields a 
noweiful educational leverage in its 
libraries and reading rooms, its 'con- 
gresses,' 'topic clubs,' and various 
other well-known forms ot education- 
al, soqial work, which arc reported in 
increasing numbers and quality each 
year. In no way probably could the 
Young Men's Chrittia.ii Association 
have so completely demonstrated its 
usefulness as by thus becoming a 
great educational institution without 
laying aside its religious motive. And 
it is safe to say that there is no fea- 
ture of its many-sided work so eff.ci- 
tnt and so sought after as the oppor- 
tunities for cultuie."
